the current fingerprint information in response to the request; 

wherein the fingerprint information comprises a numerical representation in 
multidimensional content space of a content portion and a metadata of the requested 
document, which is distinct from categorizing the document in a defined index structure, to 
form identification for the document from the content portion.
